by W. G. Kirchoffer, Madison, sani- 
tary and hydraulic engineer, proba- 
bly will start next spring; according 
to Mayor A. C. Rule.

Cruisers, submarines and

-remain to be dealt with and in at least 
one of these fields Great Britain has 


' shown, a disposition to hold to an il- 
- logical policy of a century ago. She ap- 
r pears to cling to the delusion that she- 
^ can give herself absolute protection 
f regardless of what other nations may 


do. This fallacy is responsible for the 
; whole disarmament difficulty. As one 


contemporary puts it, where once 
Great Britain was secure against a 
combination of all the powers, in the 


- future its security necessarily lies in a 


combination of all the powers. 


There is a lesson in it,applicable to 


^the United States as well as to Eng- 


land. This lesson is that national as 
well as international security can be 
obtained only through 
collective 


agreement It can come only through 
common defense against those who 
could disturb the peace. That is and 


^ must remain the only sound basis of 


disarmament and of treaties and en- 
gagements looking to the abolition of 
war. It is the part of wise statesman- 
ship in every nation to grasp this fact 


- and act accordingly. 


THE STEWART ACQUITTAL 
The acquittal of Robert W. Stewart, 


chairman of the Standard Oil com- 


« 
t 
pany (Indiana), accused of perjury 
before the senate's Teapot Dome in- 
vestigating committee last February, 
was virtually directed by the trial 
judge. His instructions that the jury 
should not convict if there had 
not 


bea«i an actual quorum of the senate 
when the defendant appeared to tes- 
tify was based on the allegation sus- 
tained by proof that there was only 
a technical quorum. So much for some 
of the senate's ways of doing business. 
And so much for the interposition by 
court of ridiculous technicalities that 
obstruct justice. 
v 


As to whether Stewart perjured 


himself in denying that he had partici- 
pated in profits of the notorious $50,- 
000,000 Continental Tfading,jEompany 
deal which figured conspicuously in 
the oil scandal is a matter of opinion. 
It was his denial of the fact and his 
subsequent admission that he had 
handled a quarter of the profits realiz- 
ed that caused the indictment for per- 
jury. Stewart offered the explanation 
that the profits, in the form of Liberty 
loan bonds, had been placed-, in trust' 
for the benefit of either the Standard 
Oil company or the Sinclair Crude Oil 
Purchasing company. It would seem 
that if the profits were to -the Standard 
Oil company, over whose affairs Mr. 
Stewart presides, they would directly 
or indirectly inure to his benefit. 


It was Stewart's attitude toward the 


senate investigation that caused John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr., to demand his 
resignation. The whole outcome of the 
oil scandals in their criminal phases 
has been disappointing and discour- 
aging. There have been no convictions 
of any of the principals, notwithstand- 
ing their guilt was as black as ink. Ef- 
forts to punish as well as discover 
their crime have been opposed by jury 
fixing, flight of material witnesses, re- 
fusals to give testimony and the use 
of large sums of money. 
As a testi- 


monial of the efficacy of American 
justice the long line of incomprehen- 
sible acquittals is not a flattering com- 
mentary. The conspirators bull-dozed 
their way through to victory. 
And

through juries of what are supposed to 
be representative American men and 
women."

California is to have a 220-inch re- 


flector telescope, more than twice as 
large as the world's largest—the great 
Mt. Wilson reflector, also in that 
state. Many of tKe uninitiated 
may 


wonder why such a telescope was not 
built long ago; why, if the only factor 
in enlarging the appearance of heaven- 
ly bodies and bringing millions of new 
stars into view is the size of the in- 
strument, this nation of elephantine 
buildings and machinery has waited 
so long to get around to it. 


The answer is quite simple. 
We 


could and would have built an instru- 
ment, put up a building and looked at 
Mars close enough almost to see the 
inhabitants—if any—save only for one 
piece of equipment That is the glass. 


Making flawless pieces of mirror 


glass 220 or 100 or even ten inches in 
diameter is a high and a perilous art. 
Assuming the glass is without flaw, 
the precise grinding of a huge piece of

ial lake 17 miles in length. Buried 
deep in its recesses are eight 30,000

not economically sell on a small 
scale.
